® The American people should be on their 
guard in view of reports from London that 
some important American figure might be 
asked to “mediate” Great Britain’s demand 
for Ireland’s bases. 

These reports are accompanied by the 
news that a “secret memorandum” has been 
submitted to Prime Ministers de Valera and 
Winston Churchill urging that the matter 
be settled at once. Significantly, the memo- 
randum is submitted by a group headed by 
General Sir Hubert Gough. General Gough’s 
connection with the move itself reveals the 
threat here to Ireland. For Gough was the 
British general who—from 1916 to 1922— 
attempted to rule Ireland with a bayonet in 


the days of the fight for the Irish Republic. 


At present Gough, as one experienced in 
the s ion of mass movements, is in 
charge of home defense” volunteers in 
the London area—apparently ready to quell 
any movement of the British workers 
against the yoke of their own capitalists. 

The ominous figure of Gough with his 
record of ruthlessness in Ireland, offers’ as 
a threat to the Irish people and an unspoken 
hint that unless they comply with the de- 
mands of British imperialism, violence will 
be used against them once again. At the 
same time, the very name of the hated 
Gough in connection with the latest develop- 
ments, exposes the “democratic” pretenses 
behind which the Roosevelt Administration 
is bringing pressure upon Ireland. 

It is up to the American people and es- 
pecially the Irish-Americans to raise their 
voice in behalf of Ireland's fight to take 
Ulster out of the war, keep the entire nation 
at peace and prevent subjection of the coun- 
try by either the German or British impe- 
rialist groups. 


A Step That Leads 


To Surrender 


® Negro leaders who spoke at last Wednes- 
day's National Urban. League dinner in New 
York sensed the deep indignation of the 
Negro people when they condemned the no- 
torious discrimination in the “national de- 
fense” program. 

Their speeches serve once more to focus 
attention on the Hitlerism which Negro 
Americans are being subjected to in the 
armed forces and by employers in defense“ 
industries who flatly refuse to hire Negro 
workers. 

This discrimination comes from the same 
Roosevelt Administration and other capi- 
talist rulers who are responsible for the na- 
tional oppression of Negroes in peacetime, 
and in civilian life. The “defense” program 
is intensifying this oppression, thus reveal- 
ing that the program is an imperialist one 
and is, itself, an assault upon Negro rights. 

One can see, therefore, that the position 
of Mr. Eugene K. Jones, Negro national sec- 
retary of the League, plays into the hands of 
the very forces which are responsible for the 
increasing Jim Crowism. 

. There is nothing that the Negro 
can possibly do,” Mr. Jones said in his 
speech, “that is quite so important as... 
aiding in national defense.” 

But everywhere, as daily reports show, 
the Negro people need defense from the de- 
fense” program, particularly as President 
Roosevelt tries to use the program to drag 
them into a war between rival colonial 
thieves. Once support of the “defense” pro- 
gram is forthcoming it is, a very short 
stretch into abandoning the whole fight for 
Negro rights. This, indeed, is the position 
of A. Phillip Randolph, the Social-Democrat 
and Walter White, the Negro Reformist, 
whese lip-service to the fight against “de- 
tense“ discrimination is but a smokescreen 
for their war-mongering and red-baiting 
and for their ignominious retreat on the anti- 
lynch and anti-poll tax bills. 

Magnificent opportunities exist now for 
uniting the Negro people around the strug- 
gle for their full citizenship; in collaboration 
with the labor and peace movement. It is 
plainer than ever that success lies in the 
closest solidarity between the Negro people, 
labor and progressives against the war pro- 
gram of the Roosevelt Administration.

EORGE WASHINGTON would have a 

tough time among the new-style Tories 

for whom a book like Oliver Wiswell” is 

popular literature, and who label their U.S.- 
British alliance HR 1776. 

It seems that General Washington, hon- 
ored by the people today on the 209th anni- 
versary of his birth, helped organize an 
armed revolution against the British mon- 
archy. It seems also that the banner of this 
anti-British revolution was Mr. Thomas Jef- 
ferson’s Declaration of Independence which 
not only says that all men are created free 
and equal, but far worse, insists that “when- 
ever any form of Government becomes de- 
structive of these ends, it is the right of the 
people to alter or abolish it. 

In these days of Rooseveltian imperial- 
ism, masked as “making the world safe for 
democracy,” such sentiments are decidedly 


dangerous. They are fearfully branded as 
“communists” and subversive.“ Those who 
hold such beliefs are in peril of slanders, 
sneers, frame-ups, persecutions, jail sen- 
tences. 


The genius of George Washington lay in 


the unswerving courage with which he car- 
ried through the armed struggle against the 
British tyranny. It was in his character, as 
Thomas Jefferson said, that his grandeur 
lay. At Valley Forge, Washington knew that 
he had to rely on the ragged Continentals 
from the farms and mechanic shops; the 
ladies and ‘gentlemen were dining with Lord 
Howe at Philadelphia. 


That he did not see through the reaction- 
ary jntrigues of Alexander Hamilton, that he 
unable to grasp the significance of the 
Shays Rebellion when the impoverished 
farmers rose against the mortgage leeches— 
these merely remind us that Washington 
was not Thomas Jefferson nor Tom Paine.
